The Home and School Association of Western High School 
was organized in 1906 by Miss Edith C. Westcott, then principal , 
of the school, and Mrs. Giles Scott Rafter, now president of all’ 
the Associations of the District of Columbia. It has continued 


its work with the valuable assistance and hearty cooperation | 
of Dr. E. S. Newton, principal of the school since 1915, he being... 


also ex officio a member of the Executive Committee; it has also 
had the steady support of the Faculty and the student body. / 

The Association has a membership of seven hundred and 
forty, which includes the entire faculty of the school and its 
Student Committee. This Committee of twenty-five represents 
the student body in the Association. 


Its object is to advance in every proper way the interests of 
Western High School by creating and firmly establishing that 
thorough understanding and co-ordination of thought and action 
between parents, teachers and students, without which no school 
can prosper; by assisting in the securing of appropriations for 
adequate school buildings and equipment, athletic fields and 
sufficient salaries for teachers and school officials; by aiding 
financially school activities for which no appropriation is avail-. 
able, and by legitimately and earnestly advancing and support- 
ing any measure which may be necessary to the interests of the 
school, from the furtherance of which the school’s officials, 
teachers or students may be prohibited by well established law, 
or rules and policies of the Board of Education. 


The parents and guardians of every present and former 
student should become a member of the Association and work 
for the best interests of the school. 


Any one interested in the welfare of Western High School is 
eligible for membership. 
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Q History of Western 


Today, as we witness the erection of a greater Western—the 
Western of the future—we pause to consider the history of the 
Western of the past. 

It is a peculiarly interesting history to the members of the Class 
of ’24, because they realize that, just as the previous history of the 
school has been divided into epochs, so the year 1924 will mark the 
beginning of one more period.of growth and development. 

Perhaps it is difficult for us-to realize that there was once a 
Western consisting of fifty-four.pupils and two teachers; but such 
was the case when, in 1890, Western saw its inception in the hall 
of the old Curtis School Building ‘on-O Street. 

In 1893 were held the first graduating exercises of the school. 
And it may well be said here that it is:through the intuitive fore- 
sight and tireless efforts of these early Westerners, together with 
a determination on the part of later’ students and friends of 
Western to bring the school jfo*a higher standard of perfection, 
that the erection of a splendid’ hew institution is being effected. 

The year 1898 is a parallel jta.the year- 1924 in that at that time 
the beginning of a new periéd in the history of the school was 
marked. It was during this year that the new building’ at 35th 
and R Streets was completed and gratefully taken possession of by 
the students and faculty. ae we 

In the next few years Western so rapidly progressed and de- 
veloped that a very great need for larger accommodations was felt. 
Accordingly, during 1911 and;1912 the north and south wings, and 
the portico which we see today, were added tothe original building. 
At this time Western seemed to have reached the goal of excel- 
lence towards which she had striven, and at this time too it, was 
felt that the demand for a large high school in the Georgetown 
section of the city had been permanently satisfied. 

We can imagine, then, the consternation, discouragement, and 


dismay occasioned when on a memorable morning in April, 1914, 


students and teachers alike trudged to school in the usual way, only 
to find upon their arrival, a huge crowd assembled around the par- 
tially demolished building. Smoke from the fire which had started 
early in the morning was still pouring from the windows, and 
firemen were still at work checking the flames. The damage was 
sufficient to necessitate moving out of the building into the 
Franklin School, where for those for whom room was found, 
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Western High School held its sessions until far into the following 
year. 

During the early summer of 1915, Miss Edith C. Westcott, who 
had reigned as principal since the beginning of Western, resigned 
her office. A sense of personal as well as material loss was felt 
by the student-body and faculty upon the resignation of Miss 
Westcott, who, through her tireless energy and devotion to school 
interests, had won the respect and esteem of the school and the 
community. 

Dr. Elmer S. Newton then took up the reins of office, and under 
his guidance Western has grown to what she is today. She has 
won cadet drills ; she has gained athletic championships; her gradu- 
ates have made their marks in all branches of government service, 
business, and professional life;'and throuzh it all Western has 
retained, through the medium of jthe famous old Western spirit, 
the love and respect of all her graduates. 

Surely it is fitting that we, who are witnessing the erection of 
a new building, pause in our enthusiasm to consider the perfect 
applicability of a few of the stanzas from Longfellow’s immortal 
poem, “The Builders,” where we read: 


“For the structure that we raise, 
Time is with materials filled ; 

Our todays and yesterdays 
Are the blocks with which we build. 


Truly shape and fashion these ; 
Leave no yawning gaps between, 

Think not because no man sees, 
Such things will remain unseen. 


Let us do our work as well, 
Both the unseen and the seen; 

Make the house, where gods may dwell, 
Beautiful, entire, and clean— 


Thus alone can we attain 
To those turrets, where the eye 
Sees the world as one vast plain, 
And one boundless reach of sky.”

Washington. For, quick to grasp the significance of new move- 
ments in the educational world, Miss Westcott was the first to 
introduce into Washington schools the gymnasium, the lunchroom, 
periodical conferences with parents and finally the parent-teacher 
organization. Much that Western accomplished during the period 
of her principalship was due directly to her initiative, untiring 
energy and devotion to the school.

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History of the

Spanish Club

Officers’ Club 


Captain Shea in 1922 originated an idea that has proved very 
successful; namely, that the officers of the cadets could accom- 
plish more by cooperation. ‘That year was the first time Western 
had ever had three companies, and the result of the cooperation 
between the officers of these companies was soon apparent. Major 
Hoffman won the battalion drill and Captain Shea brought the flag 
back to Western the first time in sixteen years. In the meantime, 
the officers arranged various competitives between companies 
which had a tendency to increase the spirit of the men and at the 
same time raise the standards of the Third Battalion. 


The officers of 1923-24, realizing the benefits derived by officers 
in the past from cooperation, organized a club soon after the com- 
panies were completely organized. They began to plan the busi- 
ness of the coming year and elected the following officers for the 
first semester : 

President—Major Burton. 

Vice-President—Captain Nesbitt. 

Secretary-Treasurer—Captain Hoage. 

Sergeant-at-Arms—Captain Craven. 


The following purposes were adopted by the club: 

1. To attend to all matters pertaining to the Third Battalion. 

2. To provide competition between companies and men, 

3. To help the cadets back the school and its activities. 

4, To create a social fellowship between the officers and men. 

5. To promote cooperation between officers. 

Immediately after the election, plans were made for meetings, 
the present headquarters were secured, and occupation was begun. 
After a constitution was drawn up, the club decided to elect Miss 
Mary Hoge sponsor of the battalion. The company sponsors were 
to be announced after the Battalion Competitive. 


The officers arranged a plan by which the companies would 
Progress at the same rate in taking up the Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions. After the “School of the Soldier” was taken up and was 
fairly well under way, the companies began the “School of the 

quad.” When the squads had spent about six weeks on the move- 
Ments a competitive was held and the sixth squad of K Company, 
under Corporal Patterson, won after being tied twice. _ Colonel 
Craigie and Colonel Baird, H. S. C., judged this competitive and 
Commended the fine showirlg made by the squads. 
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At the beginning of the second semester the club elected the 
following officers: 

President—Lieutenant Duvall. 

Vice-President—Captain Craven. 

Secretary-Treasurer—Captain Hoage. 

Sergeant-at-Arms—Lieutenant Miller. 

After the election the club made plans for a platoon competitive 
which was held March 17. This was won by the first platoon of 
K Company, under command of Lieutenant Duvall. Colonel 
Craigie acted as judge and spoke highly of the manner in which 
the platoons were conducted. The men were now getting into 
shape for a Manual of Arms Competitive, to be held in the assem- 
bly hall April 9. For this, six men were selected from each com- 
pany, and, after a prolonged elimination, Corporal Patterson of 
K Company emerged victor. He received a handsome medal, 
donated by the Officers’ Club. 

The social side of the Officers’ Club was a big factor in the high 
standard of the Third Battalion and tended to uphold the spirit of 
the men. Three cadet dances were given under the direction of 
the club and each proved a great success in a social way. 

On the eve of the Battalion Drill the officers were the guests at 
a “feed” at the home of Major Burton, and with a little surprise 
dance afterward, they wended their way homeward with their 
minds intent on winning the drill on the following day. The fact 
that every officer knew what he was supposed to do and did it just 
at the right time was the secret of the battalion’s success. The 
inajor deserves a great deal of credit for the achievement of his 
battalion, but were it not for the harmony with which the various 
unit commanders worked, the efforts of the battalion commander 
would have been without result. 

The club plans to take charge of the dance in the carnival, and 
at a later date the officers will hold the annual Cadet Day, when 
the cadets will give the school a little entertainment. 

The club wishes to thank the military committee at this time for 
their work because they have devoted much time and effort to the 
interests of the cadets, and the standards of the Western Battalion 
are surpassed by none. 

Many members of the student-body have given their aid, some 
in service, spirit, and rooting, and others in mental and vocal sup- 
port, and we certainly are indebted to them and have appreciated 
their assistance.

Anyway, we knew we had done our 
very best. When the brigade sergeant-major announced our vic- 
tory, our joy knew no bounds. The major and his, staff wish to 
take this opportunity to thank the battalion for the splendid sup- 
port they were given throughout the year and especially on the 
drill field. The Faculty, Colonel Craigie, and the student-body are 
to be thanked also for the splendid part they played in our victory.

The Season 


Western was the first of the high schools to start baseball 
practice this year and also the first to play any games.

Boys Rifle 


Last September when candidates were called for the Rifle 
Team about fifty responded. They practiced as much as pos- 
sible under the crowded conditions until November, when an 
elimination match -was held in the standing position and the 
squad was reduced to twenty-five members.
